Sir Frederick Treves suggests that 
Ulie increase in cancer in recent’ years 
has been coincident with the introduc- 
tion of prepared foods. It should not 
require an elaborate inquiry to discov- 
er if there is any correlation between 
thése two facts. But this at least 
may be said at once. There is a 
| growing tendency to trace disease to 
food or to incomplete elimination of 
food elements, and treatment founded 
on these lines frequently proves suc- 
cessful. -Dr. Copeman’s suggestion 
points in the same direction. But 
we cannot expect that any of these 
suggestions will prove of the slight- 
est value unless they are ‘carefully 
weighed and considered. And the 
difficulty of considering new sug- 
gestions is that the research Already 
| begun is most gravely impeded for 
lack of funds. In such circumstances 
{it is‘ dificult to feel that the Ministry 
‘of Health are acting responsibly in 
leaving the Nospitals to struggle along 
with the help of public subscriptions. 
Ritag ease is too grave and too urgent 
for such shiftlessness.—Westminster 
Gazette.

Single Crop Farming Is A 
Hopeful Sign In The West 


The elimination of the “land miner” 
in the west is cited by a prominent 
banker as one of the bfightest signs of 
the times, The man ho mines his 
land instead of farming it is being. re 
placed by the real farmer. As time 
goes on this process of elimination 
will bear fruit in sustained produc- 
tivity of the soil hind a prosperous and 
move contented rural population. 

"Clean-ups” are Still being made in 
wheat. <A recent report from Alberta 
atates that with low-priced farm lands 
and heavy yields of grain in that prov- 
ince this year, scme farmers have been 
able to “accomplish wonders” in the 
way of financing their farmk. As an 
instance; Certain parties acquired a 
farm near Conscrt in the fall of 1921, 
wiiich they prepared for crop last year 
and sowed this year to wheat. The 
crop which they have just taken off 
has ‘paid for itself and for the lahd in 
addition. 

Such instances are unusual.  Al- 
berta had an exceptionally heavy 
wheat yield this season. She can- 
not depend upon having such yields 
year in and year Out—and neither can 
Saskatchewan nor Manitoba. Conse- 
quently there, is nothing in the experi- 
ence Of the few farmers in the west 
who have done “wonders” with wheat 
this year to disprove the contention 


that in the long run straight wheat 
growing. or one-crop farming. of any 
sort is bound to be as bad for the far- 
mer’s bank book as it is for his sofl. 
One-crop farming is “land-mining”; 
aml .“land-mining’ means taking 
everything out of the soi] and putting 
nothing back. gid 

This sort of “farming” is. nothing 
more or less than straight gambling. 
The only certain thing about it is that 
in the end it wears out the soil, which 
is the farmer's principal capital; cuts 
and eventually 
leaves the farmer poor. ‘Where one 
farmer pays for his land with a single 
wheat crop these days, a dozem farm- 
ers can’t pay their taxes. out of wheat. 
The longer men live and farm in this 
part of the country the more they have 
it impressed upon them that it is more 
profitable in the end to make a little 
money each year than to take a gam- 
bler’s chance of making a “pile” every 
fourth or fifth year and having to 
spend it all during the intervening 
lean years. An increasing number of 
them. are consecyently ‘going in for 
dairying and diversified farming. They 
are listening to the advice of men who 
have made a study of farming the 
world over, They are also learning 
from the experience of older seitled 
districts on the great plain of Amer 
ica, which were cursed with the land 
miner in thelr early days and have 
been forced in recent years io revert 
to balanced farming. fitee 

This is indeed one of the hopefull- 
est signs in the west today. The 
bank and the loan company are fre- 
quently looked upon by the farmer as 
his natural enemies. They are not 
only not his enemies; but in many 
wayd they are among his most useful 
‘friends if he would but recognize the 
fact. Within the last few months 
there have been indications that in the 
future those who have money to loan 
to farmers will view with greater fav- 
or the applications of diversified, dirt 
farmers than those of land miners and 
one-crop gamblers. This attitude of 
the banks and loan companies, if per- 
sisted in, as it will undoubtedly be, 
will have the effect of benefitting both 
themselves and the farmers. The 
loans will be better secured; and the 
farmers will be protected against the 
inevitable consequences of gambling 


with nature. The country will benefit 
all. around. 
Some farmers will perhaps look 


upon the stand which has been indi- 
cated as a disagreeable form of bene- 
yolence. The wiser ones will accept 
it in the spirit in which it is intended. 
Wheat will probably remain for many 
years the principal cropein this proy- 
ince; but straight wheat farming is 
doomed, As the foundation for a 


system of intelligently balanced farm- 
wheat is a very valuable crop.

A recently 
returned travellers says: Almost all 
the freight in Tsinanfu, a walled elty 
of 300,000 inhabitants at the land end 
of the Shantung railway, in China, is 
‘moved in wheelbarrows. Some of 
the loads are thus conveyed distances 
of 15 to 20 miles a day. Wheelbar- 
rows also handle passenger traffic. 
“My lady” frequently returns from 
her shopping. tours with her bundles 
on one side and herself on the other. 
Half a dozen people may ride in front 
of a puffing and perspiring coolie, The 
wheel is in the centre of the barrow, 
which aids in balancing the load, If 
it is unusually heavy, another man or 
boy helps to pull by means of a rope 
or strap thrown across his shoulders. 
In a very few instances a mule is the 
assistant, but it requires a man to lead 
the mule.

Charles P. Steinmetz, the “electri- 
eal wizard,” who died recently at 
Schenectady, N.¥., never married, The 
little hunchback who became the chief 
engineer of the General Electric Com 
pany, lived and worked 34 years in the 
United States, following his emigra- 
tion from Germany.

The Principality of Asir 


World Has Litfle Knowledge of 
Country on Red Sea 

The Emir of Asir is dead; has been 
buried in his capital at Sabia; and is 
now duly succeeded by his son. The 
western world did not learn of the 
event until weeks after it happened. 

The passing of the old ruler of a 
principate that probably not one per- 
son in a hundred could “place” on its 
proper continent will. hardly cause a 
ripple on the surface of the world’s 
affairs, but it serves excellently, says 
a bulletin from the Washington head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society, to show how little we know 
about the world we live in. 


“Asir is on the Arabian shore of. 


the same Red Sea.that we are told 
the children of Israel traversed dry- 
shot,” says the bulletin, “and has 
existed there with little change pro- 
bably from the time of that interest- 
ing event. Phoenicians and Vene- 
tlans and Portuguese have coasted 
alongside its barren, hot sands. 
Since the Suez Canala was construct- 
ed palatial steamers with the last 
word in equipment and appointments 
have passed In a_ continual proces- 
sion in sight of its. coral reefs and 
beaches and mountains. And yet un- 
til 1917 practically nothing whatever 
was known of the region, and even 
now the world’s knowlédge of it is 
gcant. 

“Along the Red Sea in. Asir is a 
strip of lowlands twenty to thirty 
miles wide, known as the ‘tehama’ 
barren, hot and fever-ridden. In ap- 
pearance it is not unlike the repel- 
lent Pacific Coast of Mexico's Low- 


jer California, Even in April the 


thermometer registers as high as 
107 in the shade in the ‘tehama,’ and 
in midsummer it is almost as hot as 
in America’s Death Valley. 

“Sabla, the capital of Asir, is in the 
lower highlands just outside the 
‘tehama,’ It*is described by a Brit- 
ish Indian medical officer who visited
